For Safety on Mountains — Many 


Buildings Wrecked. 


Pittsburgh, Pa., July 26.—Over sixty 
lives were claimed Wednesday bj tnt* 
floods aud cloudbursts In southwes em 
Pennsylvania and West Virginia, ani 
hundreds 
of 
homes 
and 
business 
houses were destroyed. 
Uniontown, 
Pa., leads the list of known dead with 
flfteeu. 
At Wheeling, W. Va., three were 
drowned; at Dumont, Pa., four were 
drowned; at Kllenwood, Pa., three per­ 
sons were drowned, and thirty-six lives 
a it reported to have been lost in other 
towns of the two states. 
Uniontown, Lemont, Mount R ial 
dock, Connellsville and Dunbar, Pa., 
were inundated. 
In Turtle Creek Val­ 
ley the damage is enormous and se .res 
of tamilies are homeless in the uppe: 
Tong biog heny Valley. 
Railroad traffic through a greai ter­ 
ritory is demoralized, especially as to 
Uniontown, where the tracks of two 
railroads were town from their foun­ 
dations. 
Several towns are without 
railroad, mail, telephone and telegraph 
connections. 
From 
West 
Virginia 
cities no reports can be obtained, be­ 
cause telegraph wires are down# It 
will be several weeks before the com­ 
plete loss of life is known. 
Hundreds of tamilies deserting their 
homes in a mad rush for safety on tho 
mountain sides sought shelter beneath 
improvised shacks and tents, toward 
the construction of which every avail­ 
able piece of debris was turned to ac­ 
count Shivering women and children 
gazed over a scene of desolation in 
the upper Youghiogheny Valley, and as 
the waters re eded upturned dwellings, 
shattered buildings and crushed piles 
of mortar were held in a mass by a 
railroad bridge or trestle. 
Heavy rocks have been split, heavy 
railroad Iron lias been lifted from al­ 
most solid beds and dropped into riv 
ors, while on all sides deep stars 
mark the surface of the earth where 
the crowding waters have made new 
courses tor themselves. 
Duubar, near Connellsville, was in 
urinated. 
The waters raged tbiough 
the main streets, upsetting massive 
structures and endangering the lives 
of hundreds. 
A cloudburst was the 
cause, although It is thought the dam 
broke. 
The Turtle Creek Valley was 
visited by a disastrous flood, and the 
damage is enormous. Crops were blot­ 
ted from the earth. 
Railroad traffic through a great ter­ 
ritory Is demoralized. Several railroad 
bridges 
were torn from foundations 
an I hurled into the waters. 
At Evans Station, three miles north 
of Uniontown, Pa., a cloudburst sent 
waters raging into the mouth of Hie 
Bu per ba No. 2 mines. Fourteen men 
were drowned like rates in a trap, 
while thirty-seven others had m liaei 
ions escapes from a similar death. A 
few miles away at lam ent mine No. 2 
thr<-e other men are reported to have 
drowned in like fashion. 
An American miner employed at the 
Suimrba mine, who *i**nt most of the 
night at the shaft of the (>emont No. I. 
came away with information that no 
hope longer is entertained of the tur 
vival of Peter Evans, a pumper; John 
Scanlon, latsirer, and an unknown for 
eigner in the l-enmnt.

said Frank Taggart, who ac ompanicd 
the foreman, (lunier, in stepping oft 
the distance between the mine mouth 
and the point where the water choked 
the heading.

heat the rails in ail sorts ot shapes, 
in s'f iie places terming an almost im­ 
possible harriet to our further entry. 
Supports were torn out, and until we 
came to watei that filled ihe healing 
to tile root formed barricades almost 
to t be roo:.

The district attor­ 
ney held off from the proposition be 
cause he was not satisfied with the 
line of testimony displayed by !,evy. 
It Is understood that Shapiro, in or­ 
der to make good the plan by which he 
wa sallowed to confess, came forward 
with information of Importance sup 
plemeuting that which he had already 
given to the authorities. At any rate 
Shapiro ha- officially confessed, and 
tile disirht attorney hopes his action 
will be the opening wedge to a solu­ 
tion of the men who killed Roaentnal 
and the men who financed the kill­ 
ing.

All Demo* rats aud the rest of the 
Republicans voted against the Cum 
mins bill. 
The deieat of this substi­ 
tute had lo on anticipated, and the 
k n o w led g e that a compromise measure 
had been prepared by the Republican 
leaders, to lie offered as soon as the 
Cummins hill was disposed of .aided 
in preventing the so-called regular Re­ 
publican- from supporting the Cum­ 
mins bill. 
Senator Penrose, aiding on behalf of 
tile tiuam e committee, offered th** Re­ 
publican 
substitute as hood as the 
Cummins amendment had been voted 
down. It was tile bill that had lieen 
prepared by Senator Uppity of Rhode 
siam!, and which ii ad been circulated 
among the Republican memheis 
The Lippitt Penrose bill was receiv­ 
ed in th** spirit of surprise by the 
Democratic side, although the Demo

were aw ere that it 
would I*- presented as a counter move 
to their bill for a sweeping reduction 
of the woolen tariff. 
Demands were made from the Dem 
OfratP side for more time to examine 
the measure, and the Republican mein 
herr, of the finance committee were

that the senate did not have time to 
study.

Cummins 
made a formal 
statement as to the effect the new bill 
would have if adopted.
